Saying  he  was  disillu¬ 
sioned  with  his  own  gener¬ 
ation  of  graduates,  Daniel 
Ellsberg  urged  a  student 
audience  at  Harvard  last 
night  to  resist  “the  power 
at  the  center  of  the  web” 
and  help  end  the  war  in  In¬ 
dochina. 

“In  every  poll  that  has 
ever  been  taken,  support 
for  the  war  has  correlated 
directly  with  income  and 
with  education,”  he  said. 
“This  may  say  a  great  deal 
about  why  I  haven’t  been 
too  popular  with  my  own 
Harvard  classmates.” 

Ellsberg,  who  has  admit¬ 
ted  leaking  the  Pentagon

papers  to  the  press,  recent¬ 
ly  addressed  the  20th  reun¬ 
ion  of  the  Harvard  class  of 
1952  and  “got  a  very  cold 
reception.” 

“We  must  face  the  fact 
that  Harvard  has,  in  fact, 
played  a  rather  striking 
role  ...  in  the  decision¬ 
making  of  this  war,” 
Ellsberg  said. 

He  repeatedly  criticized 
Harvard  graduates  and 
professors  who,  had  pro¬ 
longed  the  wear,  naming 
presidential  assistant 

Henry  Kissinger,  former 
Defense  Secretary  Robert 
McNamara,  former  Ambas¬ 
sador  to  South  Vietnam 


Henry  Cabot  Lodge  and 
former  Assistant  Secretary 
of  State  McGeorge  Bundy. 

However,  Ellsberg  at¬ 
tributed  his  decision  to  re¬ 
lease  the  Pentagon  papers 
to  the  influence  of  a  more 
recent  Harvard  graduate 
who  he  did  not  name  —  i 
who  was  sentenced  to  two 
years  in  jail  for  resisting 
the  draft. 

“I  want  to  remind  you 
again  ...  of  the  power  of 
telling  the  truth,  something 
you’re  supposed  to  learn  at  i 
Harvard,  but  something 
your  elders  forgot,  corrupt¬ 
ed  by  the  power  at  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  the  web,”  Ellsberg 
said.

Federal  judge  ruled  yes¬ 
terday  that  Anthony  Rus¬ 
so,  who  refused  to  testify 
in  secret  before  a  Grand 
Jury  in  the  Pentagon  pa¬ 
pers  case,  does  not  have  to 
testify  unless  the  govern¬ 
ment  agrees  to  furnish  him 
a  transcript  of  his  testi¬ 
mony. 

Russo,  a  former  re¬ 
searcher  for  the  Rand 
Corp.,  has  said  if  he  gets 
such  a  transcript  he  will 
make  it  public. 

US  District  Court  Judge 
Warren  J.  Ferguson,  in  an 
18 -page  opinion  that  could 
upset  grand  juries’  secret 
proceedings,  held  that 
Russo  has  “purged  himself 
of  contempt”  and  may  not 
be  jailed  again  for  his  re¬ 
fusal  to  testify. 

Earlier  this  year,  Russo 
served  47  days  in  jail  on  a 
contempt  charge.  Ferguson 
ordered  him  released  Oct. 
1. 

Balaban  said  a  district 
court  ruling  is  not  “compel¬ 
ling”  on  other  courts  but 
may  be  followed  by  judges 
who  agree  with  it. 

Russo,  35,  worked  at 
Rand  at  the  same  time  as 
Daniel  Ellsberg  and  has 
admitted  helping  Ellsberg 
copy  the  Pentagon  papers, 
the  top  secret  study  of  the 
origins  of  American  in¬ 
volvement  in  the  Vietnam 
war.

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BRA  waterfront  plans  vetoed  by  Sargent

o'lv,  Sargent,  spurning  a 
direct  plea  from  Mayor 
White,  yesterday  vetoed  a 
bill  that  would  have  given 
the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  power  to  pro¬ 
ceed  with  its  downtown 
waterfront  development 
plan, 

BRA  director  Robert 
Kenney  termed  the  action 
“a  blow  to  the  city.”  He 
said  Sargent  was  “reacting 
to  fake  environmental  is¬ 
sues.” 

Mayor  White  labeled 
Sargent’s  action  “a  shame¬ 
ful  example  of  the  state 
meddling  in  the  city’s  af¬ 
fairs.” 

“I  fail  to  see  the  gover¬ 
nor’s  logic  in  challenging  a 
project  that  has  included  in 
it  all  of  the  necessary  envi¬ 
ronmental  safeguards 
while  at  the  same  time 
signing  similar  tidelands 
legislation  for  Lynn,  Win- 
throp  and  Cohasset,”  White 
said. 

The  veto  won  applause 
from  the  environmental¬ 
ists. 

“We  feel  the  governor’s 
action  was  splendid,  just 
splendid,”  said  Ron  Cor- 
new.  spokesman  for  the 
Boston  Waterfront  Resi¬ 
dents  Assn.  “We  feel  it 
paves  the  way  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  well-needed  changes 
in  the  waterfront  plan  and 
affords  an  opportunity  to 
take  the  plan  out  of  the 
1950s  and  bring  it  up  to 
date.” 

The  governor,  in  re¬ 
turning  the  measure  to  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature, 
urged  that  the  bill  be 
amended  to  require  review 
and  approval  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  Environmental  Af¬ 
fairs  of  any  irrevocable  li¬ 
censes  issued  developers 
participatinig  in  the  project. 

Developers  need  irrevo¬ 
cable  licenses  if  they  are  to 
get  mortgage  financing  to 
build  on  the  tidelandis. 

A  similar  Sargent 
amendment  to  yesterday’s 
vetoed  bill,  was  rejected  by 
the  Legislature. 

Mayor  White,  in  a  two- 
page  statement  said  the 
BRA  planned  an  800-seat 
restaurant,  a  500-room 
motel,  1000  new  housing 
units  and  parking  facilities 
as  part  of  a  $50  million 
construction  package. 

The  plan  dictated,  the 
mayor  said,  that  no  newly 
constructed  buildings  be 
taller  than  the  highest  ele¬ 
vation  presently  existing

Kenney  said  the  water¬ 
front  plan  includes  $6  mil¬ 
lion  in  new  sewers,  new 
parks,  open  space  around 
the  water’s  edge,  new 
lighting. 

“It  was  not  as  though  we 
were  going  to  fill  in  the 
harbor  or  build  a  ring  of 
high  rises,”  Kenney  said. 
“They’re  lumping  us  in  the 
same  ring  with  the  Port 
Authority.” 

“I  think  it’s  a  blow  to  the 
city.  I  think  it’s  a  case  of 
the  Governor’s  staff  unnec¬ 
essarily  meddling  in  the  af¬ 
fairs  of  the  city.” 

Kenney  said  the  Gover¬ 
nor’s  Office  told  him  a  new 
bill  would  get  through  in 
January,  but  the  BRA  chief 
said  he  thought  any  such 
projection  was  naive.  He 
predicted  it  would  be  any¬ 
where  from  six  months  to  a 
year  before  passage  of  a 
new  bill. 

Preview  by  the  environ¬ 
mental  secretary  is  not 
necessary,  Kenney  said, 
because  the  waterfront 
project  already  must  be 
cleared  through  the  City 
Council,  the  Federal  gov¬ 


ernment  and  the  state  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Works. 

“We'll  have  to  have  it 
approved  by  every  member 
of  the  Governor’s  cabinet 
before  we’re  through,” 
Kenney  said. 

Sargent,  in  his  veto  mes¬ 
sage  written  before  leaving 
for  a  Republican  gover¬ 
nor’s  conference  in  French 
Lick,  Ind.,  said  he  shared 


the  concern  of  environ¬ 
mentalists  that  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  was  granting 
the  BRA  unusual  powers 
without  insuring  adequate 
controls. 

“There  is  no  requirement  ; 
that  environmental  and 
recreational  factors  be  con¬ 
sidered;  there  is  no  re¬ 
quirement  that  any  pro-  j 
posed  work  be  consistent 


with  a  comprehensive  re¬ 
source  plan  .  .  .  There  is 
no  statutory  mechanism 
that  insures  that  these  is¬ 
sues  are  fully  raised,  eval¬ 


uated  and  solved  before  the 
state  acts  in  granting  an  ir-  ' 
revocable  permission  to  ] 
build  on  public  lands,”  ^ 
Sargent  said. 
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
